Proclamation of the Pteildint. 

A PnocbAHATio^.— Whereas the laws of 
the United .States. have been for e-^me time 
past, and are now opposed, the execution 
thereof obstructed in the Stales of South Car- 
olina, Georgia', Alabama, Florida, Missis- 
sippi, Louisanna aud Texas, bv coitUnalions, 
too powerful to be suppressed by Ibe ordinary 
eouree of judicial proceedings, or id the powers 
vested in tho Marshals by law; now, there- 
fore. I- Abraham Lincoln, President of. the 
Uui'tcd Slates, in virtue of. the power veiled 
by tie coQSlilulion and the law*, have thought 
fit to call forth, and hereby do call forth tho 
iflililta of iho several Stale* of Iho Union, to 
the aggregate .amount,, of 75,000, in order 
to suppress combination/and t.o cause the 
Jaws to be duly executed. Tho details fo^r (his 
object will be immediately communicated to 
tho slate authorities through tho war depart- 
ment. I appeal to all loyaUUhcns lo favor, 
facilitate auj aid this, effort to maintain the 
honor and integrity, and the existence of our 
national Union, and the wrpetuily of popu- 
lar government, and lo redress wrong* already 
long enough endured. I d«tu it proper to 
aay that the firsl service aligned to the forces 
hereby called forth, will probably be to re- 
possess the forts, places and property, which 
Iibs been seited from the Uoiou, and in every 
event the utmost care will be obierred, con-
